“TRAGEDY. OF THE NORTH. 


"A terrible teugedy is reported from the 
Hokkaido (Japan) which, oa nlready on 
nouneed, is seriously affected: by tho 
famine, It is stated that a gow days ago 
the wifa of n farmer of Mobetsu. Mura, 
Kumiiso-gori, was cleaning ane sho of 
tice, which her husband had obtained 
after much hard work, whén the wifo of 
a neighbour whose two children were on, 
the vergo of starvation asked her to lend 
one-half sha of rice. Tho woman, who 
could not’ refuso such an appeal, gavo 
her the amount usked for. Upon his 
return home her husband, on learning of 
what she had done, became very ongry, 
and ordered her to immediately proceed 
to the neighbour's house and take. back 
the rice before it was caten. The un- 
lucturiate woman thereupon proceeded to 
her neighbour's house “and foreibly took 
away tha grucl made with the rice, which 
her neighbour was just.aboub to give to 
her threo children. On her return home 
the woman scolded her husbaad for. his
